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This is a decision on the request for corrected of patent application publication under 
37 CFR 1.221(b), filed on September 1, 2004 for the above-identified application 

The request is DISMISSED. 

Applicant request that the application be repubhshed because the patent application publication 
contains a material error, as dependent claim 29 is misprinted as "about 5 mg to" is misprinted as 
"about mg to." 

37 CFR 1.221 (b) is appUcable "only when the Office makes a material mistake which is 
apparent firom Office records." A material mistake must affect the public's ability to appreciate 
the technical disclosure of the patent appUcation publication, to determine the scope of the patent 
application publication, or to determine the scope of the provisional rights that an appUcant may 
seek to enforce upon issuance of a patent.^ 

The error is not a material mistake because the application is a Divisional of U.S. AppUcation 
10/1 17,220 filed April 8, 2002, now U.S. Patent AppUcation Publication 2003/0188758 and U.S. 
Patent No. 6,769,437. Since, the parent application is both pubUshed and patented and the patent 
contains the method claims including claim 29 and that the method claims including claim 29 
have been canceled in this divisional application, the error does not affect the public's ability to 
appreciate the technical disclosure of the patent appUcation publication, to determine the scope 
of the patent appUcation publication or to determine the scope of the provisional rights that an 
appUcant may seek to enforce upon issuance of a patent. The error also does not affect the use of 
the patent appUcation publication as a prior art reference, because the continuity data is correctly 
published and the earlier publication has the best date as a reference. Furthermore, this is not a
